Qotober 23, resolved: 


“1. fo call for the imuediate dismantling and witharaval from 
Cubs of all missiles and other weapons with any offensive capability. 
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"9, ἄρ recommend thet the meaber states, in accordance with 
Article 6 ana & of the Inter-American Treaty of Reciprocal Assistance, 
take all measures, in#ividually and collectively including the use ef 
earned force, whieh they may deen necessary to ensure thet the Government 
of Cube cannot eontinue to receive from the GBino-Soviet powers nilitary 
material and related guyplies which may threaten the peace and securitc:. 
of the Continent and to prevent the miseiles in Cubs vith offensive 
capability from ever becoming an active threat to the peace and 
security of the Continent." 


The President's efdress to the nation on October 22 referred to mediu- 
range ballistic missiles, intermediate range ballistic missiles and jet 
boubers, sapable of eerrying nuclear weapons going into the urgent 
transformatien ef Cube into an important strategic base. 


Press reports have repeatedly éescribed the dismantling and withéravel 
of some Soviet missiles in Cuba, without on-site verification of this 
process. uere have been no reports of the withdrawal of the boubers.
